V. Relationships 

A. In carrying ©at hie responsibilities for the National Ilocea- 
aaiseaaee Program* the Director* National Reconaaie sance Office shall! 

■ 1* Report directly to the Secretary of Defease and shall keep 
Mn and the Director of Central Intelligence currently informed ©a the 
NilO and the NRP. In addition he shall keep such official* of the 
Department of Defense end the Central Intelligence Agency as the Secre- 
tary of Defense and the Director of Central Intelligence may respectively 
designate trader the provisions of paragraph 1. C. to examine and monitor 
the National Reconnaissance Program on their behalf, personally informed 
on a regular basis* or on request* on the statute of projects of the 
National Reconnaissance Program* 

2. Establish appropriate liaison between the National 
Reconnaissance Office and the United States Intelligence Board* the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff* the Defenee Intelligence Agency* and the National Security 
Agency. 

3. Where appropriate make nee of qualified personnel of the 
Department of Defenee and the Central Intelligence Agency ae foil-time 
members of the National Reconnaissance Office. 

4 . Make maximum utilisation of appropriate technical and 
operational capabilities and resources of the Department ©£ Defence, 
the National Security Agency and the Central Intelligence Agency to 
support all collection and processing programs including, but not limited 
to, electronic signal and Imagery programs. 

B. Officials of all elements of the Department of Defenee and the 
Central Intelligence Agency shall provide support within their respective 
authorities to the Director* National Reconnaissance Office, as may h& 
necessary for the Director to carry out his assigned responsibilities and 
functions. Streamlined management procedures shall be utilised whereby 
individual project directors will report directly to the Director, National 
Reconnaissance Office. The Director* National Reconnaissance Office* 
shall be given support as required feem normal staff elements of the 
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military departments and agendo# of the Department of Defease and 
of the Central Intelligencs Agency concerned* .although these staff 
©lament# will cot participate in thou© project matters except as he 
specifically requests, and these projects will not be subject to normal 
Department of Defense ©r Central Intelligence Agency staff review. 


VI. Effective Date 

This agreement is effective upon signature and supersedes the 
Do D- CIA NRO Agreement dated £ May 1962.
